WASHINGTON f AP) - Envi- 


ronmental groups pinned their 
hopes today on a new court ap- 
peal after President Nixon gave 
a go-ahead Wednesday to a 
huge underground nuclear blast 
at a North Pacific island. 


A three-judge panel heard an 


appeal 
from 
environmental 


groups about two hours after 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
announced the administration 
decision. The U.S. Appeals 
Court indicated it would decide 
quickly whether it should grant 
a stay to allow time for consid- 
eration of a permanent 
in- 


junction against the test. 


Meanwhile, Canada's foreign 


minister contacted Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers to ex- 
press his country's "disquiet" 
over Nixon's decision. 


Both Canada and Japan have 


opposed the plan to explode a 
five-megaton atomic warhead, 
designed for the Spartan anti- 
ballistic missile, some 6,000 feet 
beneath Amchitka Island, in 
the Aleutian Islands chain of 
Alaska. 


Both nations said they fear 


such a blast might cause envi- 
ronmental damage, including 
leaks of radiation that could 
spread in ocean waters across 
international boundaries. 


Seven 
environment groups 


headed by the Committee for 
Nuclear Responsibility, also 
fearing environmental hazards, 
had sought a court injunction to 
bar the test. 


Last Sept. 22, Congress voted 


to bar the Amchitka test code- 
named 
"Cannikin", 
until at 


least mid-1972, unless the Presi- 
dent personally authorized it. 


On Wednesday, Nixon did 


just that, and AEC chairman 
James 
R. 
Schlesinger 
an- 


nounced, "We have now re- 
ceived the requisite authority to 
go ahead including detonation." 


The AEC did not announce a 


date for the test, but Sen. Mike" 
Gravel, D-Alaska, said Wednes- 
day it was scheduled for Nov. 
4; Schlesinger said only that 
the preparations were to be 
completed before then. 


In Wednesday's news confer- 


ence, Schlesinger said there 
was a "virtual zero likelihood 
of any damage" from the Can- 
nikin test. He said its shock 
would not even be felt in the 
nearest large community, An- 
chorage, Alaska, some 1,400 
miles away. 


Draft May 
Ignore Guard 
and Reserves 
WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Draft-eligible 19-year-olds will 
be given the lowest enlistment 
priority in the National Guard 
and Reserves, the Pentagon 
has announced. 


Under the new plan, qualified 


men 20 years and older, women 
and youths aged 17 and 18 will 
be enlisted without regard to 
Guard or Reserve waiting lists, 
Dr. Theodore C. Marrs, deputy 
assistant secretary of defense, 
told a news conference Wednes- 
day. 


During the height of the Viet- 


nam war, the backlog of men 
waiting to enlist in the Guard 
and escape the draft totaled 
more than 100,000 men. Most of 
the men signed up on waiting 
lists, Marrs said, were young 
whites. 


The lowering of priority of 


draft-eligible 19-year-old is to 
help the reserves recruit blacks 
and other minority-group mem- 
bers, Marrs said.

AUGUSTA, Maine (AP) — 


The voters of Maine will face a 
unique question next Tuesday— 
the chance to repeal the state's 
income tax, implemented only 
two years ago. 


It is the first time in the na- 


tion voters have had a chance 
to repeal an income tax al- 
ready being collected, accord- 
ing to the Council of State Gov- 
ernments. 


The tax on personal income 


and corporate profits passed by 
just one vote in both the House 
and Senate in 1969. It has been 
attacked ever since by a citi- 
zens group which succeeded in 
bringing the issue to referen- 
dum. 


The Committee to Repeal the 


State Income Tax contends the 
1969 law placed an unnecessary 
burden atop Maine's 5 per cent 
sales tax and state levies on 
gasoline, liquor and cigarettes. 


The repeal group also pre- 


dicts the income tax will be in- 
creased if it is not abolished. 
The 1969 law imposed a 1 to 6 
per cent tax on personal in- 
come and a 4 per cent levy on 
net corporate profit. 
—.Another group, headed by the 
authors of the tax law, have

by

Gov. 
Kenneth W. Curtis and 


leaders of the Republican-domi- 
nated legislature

ident Nixon will make his his- 
toric trip to mainland China 
sometime after the first of 
January with the exact date to 
be announced next month. 


Setting the trip in 1972 does

ganda, psychological warfare 
and intelligence gathering. 


A communique said the pris- 


oners were being granted am- 
nesty to mark the inauguration 
Sunday of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu and South Vietnam's 
independence day anniversary 
on Monday. 


Sources at the presidential 


palace said earlier that Thieu 
would make a new appeal for 
peace on Monday. Some reports 
said this would be a new in- 
itiative, while other sources in- 
dicated it would contain a re- 
newal of earlier calls for an im- 
mediate cease-fire as the first 
step toward a settlement. 


The South Vietnamese hold 


about 36,000 prisoner- o*- war, a 
little more than 8,000 of them 
North Vietnamese. 
The U.S. 


Defense Department lists 462 
known American prisoners of 
war—378 in North Vietnam, 79 
in South Vietnam, three in Laos 
and two in China. Another 1,176 
Americans are listed as miss- 
ing in action. 


Hopes for prisoner exchanges 


were 
given 
impetus

weeks ago when the Viet Cong 
released the first American 
they have set free in nearly two 
years, Sgt. John C. Sexton Jr., 
of Warren, Mich.

Pentagon Is 
Pressured to 
Recruit Blacks

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


nearly seven years of failure, 
Pentagon 
officials are

new top-level pressure to re- 
cruit more blacks into the Na- 
tional Guard and reserves. 


But they say they face a sell- 


ing job to overcome black indif- 
ference.

more aggressive recruiting of 
blacks and other minorities." 
But he said a "degree of recep- 
tivity" is needed from blacks.

groups, especially 
blacks, to

"We have been struggling to 


achieve a white man's objec- 
tive and it is unlikely we will 
ever achieve this goal until it 
becomes a black man's goal," 
Greenlief said. 


The new push was signalled 


by an order from Deputy Secre- 
tary of Defense David Packard 
requiring reserve 
authorities 


"to actively recruit qualified in- 
dividuals of all races, creeds 
and ethnic groups," so that "all 
units shall generally reflect the 
character of the population in 
the unit's recruiting area." 


Although all reserve organi- 


zations are affected, the main 
burden falls on the Army and 
Air National Guard which ac- 
count for half the nation's 980,- 
000-man ready reserve forces.

"Cuba is the world's leading 


sugar cane producing country 
and one of the 46 member coun- 
tries of that international asso- 
ciation—the International Soci- 
ety of Sugar Cane Technologists. 
As such, it has the inalienable 
right to take part in all its ac- 
tivities and the right that it be 
guaranteed the possibility of 
doing so," the Cuban govern- 
ment said. 


The State Department was 


trying to solve the problem 
through the Swiss and Czech- 
oslovakian 
embassies, which 


represent 
Cuban interests in 


the United States. The United 
States has no direct diplomatic 
relations with Cuba. 


A State Department spokes- 


man said no legal hearing was 
anticipated because the Cubans

Mystified 
How Everglade 
Fish Survived 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. 


i A P ) — A state biologist says 
he is "totally mystified" by the 
vast numbers of fish which sur- 
vived the drought and fires that 
turned the Everglades into a 
desert 
of cracked 
mud last 


spring. 


"I really just can't explain 


it," 
said Walter Dineen of the 


Central and South Florida Flood 
Control District. 


"We found scads of small 


bass and other fish in one big 
pond. A few months ago, I 
pushed an air boat over eight 
miles of dry trails to that pond 
and there was absolutely no 
standing water there at all," he 
said. 


The 
seven-month 
drought 


which dried up some of the 
world's most famous bass fish- 
ing 
areas 
last 
winter 
and 


spring may prove a boon to 
fishermen in the next year or 
two, 
Dineen said. 


"There has been a population 


explosion in forage fish (small 
fish) on which the gamefish 
feed, largely because the pred- 
ator population has been re- 
duced," he said. "This will 
mean an overabundance of food 
for young bass, which will in- 
crease their growth rate." 


In the past few months, rain- 


fall has returned a near normal 
foot or so of water to the 3 mil- 
lion acres of sawgrass that 
form the Everglades, he said.

Soil Can Be 
Produced 


Nearly everyone that raises 


house plants knows the value of a 
sterilized soil but usually the 
only way a homeowner can get a 
sterilized soil is to buy it. 


Robert Vandivere, Associate 


County Extension Agent, says 
there are several 
methods 


available to produce your own 
sterilized soil. Soil can be boiled, 
steamed, baked, or treated with 
chemicals. Any one of these 
methods will work and 
the 


homeowner should use the 
method most suited to his 
situation. 


The baking method is perhaps 


the most convenient method for 
most people. Mix your soil as you 
want it for your plants and put it 
into coffee cans. To each one 
pound can, add one-half cup 
water and place in an oven at 200 
degrees for 2 hours. Remove the 
soil from the oven and stir well to 
aerate it. I.*t it cool and then 
cover the can with the plastic lid. 


Several cans of soil can be 


sterilized at one time using this 
method in a home oven. Once 
sealed, the cans may be stored 
until ready to be used later. 


Most 
soil 
amending 


ingredients, like peat rnoss, 
perlite, and vermiculite, have 
been sterilized so you can add 
these after your soil has been 
sterilized, thus cutting down on 
volume of material 
to be 


"cooked" in your oven. 


Once sterilized, soil can be 


stored as long as you wish if the 
container is kept sealed. This 
makes 
it possible 
for the 


homeowner to sterilize a year's 
potting soil at one time.

Chuck Hughes of the Detroit 
Lions, who died after collapsing 
in the game he had known 
since he was a schoolboy, was 
buried here Wednesday. 


A wreath in the shape of a 


football helmet rested beside 
his casket as the entire Detroit 
team 
attended the solemn 


graveside service. 


His pretty widow, Sharon, the 


mother of a 23-month-old son, 
kept her head bowed as a Ro- 
man Catholic priest said the fi- 
nal rites. 


A tiny woman, she looked 


even smaller as Hughes' husky 
teammates lined up afterward 
to offer, one by one, their con- 
dolenses. 


The Lions sent 6(5 men, in- 


cluding all 49 players, to pay 
their last respects to Hughes. 
Head coach Joe Schmidt said it 
was "the least we could do" for 
the young player and his fami- 
ly. 


Hughes died at 28 Sunday of 


a heart attack due to unde- 
tected arterial disease. He col- 
lapsed before more than 54,000 
spectators as he returned to the 
huddle during a game against 
the Chicago Bears.

The Quorum Courts would fix

Brezhnev Goes 
Sightseeing 
in France

PARIS (AP) - Soviet Com- 


munist party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev went sightseeing in 
Marseille today after accusing 
the United States and Red 
China of intriguing to sell out 
the Vietnamese people. 


The sortie to the southern 


port was the Russian leader's 
only trip outside Paris during 
his week in France. He was to 
tour the harbor and see a dem- 
onstration of underwater ex- 
ploration before returning to 
Paris in the evening. 


About 40 right-wingers dem- 


onstrated Wednesday night in 
Marseille against 
Brezhnev's 


visit and set fire to some of the 
Soviet flags that had been put 
up. 


The object of their protest 


was in Paris at a formal dinner 
in honor of his host, President 
Georges Pompidou. Brezhnev 
used the dinner as a forum for 
an attack on Washington and 
Peking, a theme that the Soviet 
press has sounded frequently. 


Without mentioning China by 


name, he called "American ag- 
gression" the main obstacle to 
peace in Vietnam. 


"There is only one way to a 


solution of the Indochina con- 
flict," he said, "and that is an 
end to foreign intervention in 
the internal affairs of that re- 
gion of the world. 


"No solution can be found to 


this problem by attempts to im- 
pose a foreign will on Vietnam 
by force, or by intrigues car- 
ried on back stage behind the 
backs 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 


people." 


"On this question of prin- 


ciple," he added, "the positions 
of the U.S.S.R. and France are 
very close, something we high- 
ly appreciate " 


Thinks Most 
Law Clerks 
Lean to Left

WASHINGTON (API - Su- 


preme Court law clarks, as a 
uroup, are exuberant, lean to 
the "left" and unconsciously 
slant the material they prepare 
for the justices. This was the 
recollection in 1957 of nominee 
William H. Rehnquist, who had 
worked for the late justice Rob- 
ert H. Jackson for 18 months. 


"Some of the tenets of the 


'liberal' point of view which 
commanded the sympathy of a 
majority of the clerks I knew," 
Rehnquist said then in a U.S. 
News & World Report article, 
"were: extreme solicitude for 
the claims of Communists and 
other criminal defendants, ex- 
pansion of federal power at the 
expense of state power, great 
sympathy toward any govern- 
ment 
regulation 
of 
busi- 


ness...." 


Then 33, Rehnquist was work- 


ing as a lawyer in Phoenix. He 
had been a law clerk to Jack- 
son from January 1952 through 
July 1953. Now an assistant at- 
torney general, he and attorney 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. of Rich- 
mond, Va., have been nomi- 
nated by President Nixon to fill 
two court vacancies. 


While a Justice Department 


press officer 
said Rehnquist 


would not discuss his current 
views, three of his contempo- 
raries were willing to speak of 
theirs, and they conflicted with 
Rehnquist's impressions. 


Newton Minow, the former 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission chairman, was a clerk 
to the late Chief Justice Fred 
Vinson; Rep. Abner Mikva, D- 
111., clerked for the late Justice 
Sherman Minton, and Prof. Al- 
exander 
M. Bickel of Yale 


worked for the late Justice Fe- 
lix Frankfurter. 


Had they found the clerks, 


generally, to be exuberant, left- 
ward leaning and unconsciously 
slanting material? 


"Certainly not," said Minow 


in a telephone inverview from 
Chicago, where he is a lawyer. 
"I have a very high regard for 
Bill Rehnquist's intellect and 
think he is a very competent, 
lawyer,

thought." 


Minow added: "Moreover, I 


think the whole question of 
whether law clerks influence 
justices is greatly exaggerated. 
We never had that much in- 
fluence with the chief justice 
(Vinson). He'd listen to what 
we said but he'd decide it him- 
self." 


Mikva said: "I hope we were 


exuberant. 
I certainly don't 


know of any clerk that slanted 
the material." 


Bickel, who countered Reh- 


nquist's theory in print at the 
time, said: "I thought it was 
wrong, an alarmist view, chief- 
ly because I couldn't see how 
the justices were influenced by 
their clerks. He didn't have any 
experience turning the Justice's 
(Jackson) head and I certainly 
did not have that experience 
with Frankfurter, and they both 
were conservative justices."

political dispute may emerge 
on Capitol Hill over a proposed 
national food bank ?cr building 
reserves of important grains. 


While supporters and oppo- 


nents of the food bank both say 
publicly there should be no par- 
tisan approach to the issue, 
they agree privately it could 
become a political issue. 


Some 
Democrats hope to 


force the President's hand on 
an issue of crucial concern to 
voters in the farm belt. Re- 
publican opponents of the pro- 
posal call it "an ineffective and 
wasteful gesture that will bring 
more mischief than relief both 
to farmers and to the general 
public." 


Over intense opposition from 


the Nixon administration, the 
House Agriculture Committee

Although it is not expected to 


reach the House floor for action 
until next year, Rep.

Smith, D-Iowa, the prime spon- 
sor, said in an interview Tues- 
day that he will press for the 
Democratic leadership to at- 
tach an emergency tag to the 
legislation. 


Under the legislation, the sec- 


retary of agriculture would set 
up, maintain and dispose of re- 
serves of grain sorghums, corn, 
barley, oats and wheat.
